This rule should obtain also as 
to ministers plenipotentiary, ministers resi- 
dent, and the like. ; 

As regards special or temporary grades, 
whether diplomatic agent, chargé, or com- 
missioner, the whole matter should be in 
the hands of the president, as now. 

As regards the lower ranks in the service, 
he proposed two grades of secretariece of lega- 
tion and three grades of secretaries of em- 
bassy, to be appointed after examination, 
and when once appointed to be retained so 
long as they were efficient, and advanced 
from the lower secretaryships to the higher, 
and from the less important capitals to the 
more important, as they merited it.. 

Mr. White advocated also the appointment 
of young men from the various departments 
at Washington as attachés, to be distributed 
among the capitals of the world, in order to 
secure Information on all subjects of interest 
to the home government, to obtain an experi- 
ence and training which would enable them 
te return to useful careers. 

Mr. White regarded as most important that 
every capital to which we send an ambassa- 
dor or minister should have a proper embassy 
or legation building of its own. Mr. White 
declared that no other country does so much 
to protect the interests of its adopted citi- 
gens while abroad as our own; that, as re- 

‘gards Great Britain, its rule is, while pro- 
tecting its subjects in all other countries, not 
to do so when they return to the land of their 


nativity.

Present Condition Dangerous. 
The absolute repeal of the breeders’ law, 
unless accompanied by the passage of a new 
anti-bookmaking law, would simply throw 
down the gates to gamblers and permit all 


kinds of bookmaking and pool selling in the | 


state, exactly as was the case before the 
passage of the breeders’ law. Poolrooms and 
handbooks would resume their sway, while 
racetracks would race as long as they pleased 
and when ‘they pleased, and the state would 
derive no revenue whatever from the game. 
If the senate pasees house No. 714 
horse racing will be effectually wiped out, 
for bookmaking and pool selling will be ab- 
solutely prohibited, 

There is no doubt Gov. Folk will sign the 
repeal bill and a new substitute for the 
breeders’ law if both are presented to him 
together. But if the senate fails to pase the 
substitute for the breeders’ law Foik prob- 
ably will veto the repeal bill, on the theory 
that the breeders’ law ise better than none 

at all.
